How Laylng Hens Should be Treated 
to Secure the Best Results

during the summer months, Keep 
the eggs in as dry and cool a place as 
possible. Retain all dirty small or 
cracked eggs for home use and ship 
others as regularly as possible, The 
males should not be allowed to run 
with the flock outside of the breeding } 
season, it {s better to mate only the 
best of the hens ‘his should per- 
mit the shipment of infertile eggs at 
all times, which, as a rule, will en- 
gure a better price to the producer 
and ‘better satisfaction the con- 
eurter,.

Life In Alberta 


Professor Tells of Huge Animals of 
the Past Ages 

Vive million years ago the Rocky 
Mountains were pushed up, the huge 
dinosaur, who had ruled Alberta for 
many years without challenge, per 
{shed, and lo, the little warm-blooded 
mammals who, through fear, had ex- 
isted in concealment since their ort- 
gin, were able for the first time in 
their lives to come out into the open 
and start the long line of evolution 
which has culminated in the super 
animal production, man. Every page 
in this wonderful and fascinating 
story of animal origin in Alberta was 
unfolded and interpreted to the Cana- 
dian Club by Prof. P. S. Warren, of 
the University of Alberta, who deliv- 
ered an interesting address on “The 
Animals of Alberta—Past and Pres: 
ent,” in Calgary recently. 

Describing the pre-historic 
saurs, Prof. Warren sald the diplo 
docus, which was about 80 ft. long 
and weighing several tons, was the 
largest of these reptiles. The fact 
that the reptiles “specialized” in size, 
and the fact that nature hates any- 
thing specialized, caused their extine- 
tion, explained the profesosr. 

When the cataclysmic disturabnce 
which attended the upshooting of 
the 
massive animals, with poor and slow 
equipment for locomotion, had elther 
to got out of the district or perish— 
and not being able to get out, they did 
perish completely, without leaving a 
descendant to carry on in the acale of 
evolution. At that same time there 
were also alligators and tortoises, but 
these reptiles did not “specialize” in 
size, and they therefore got out, with 
the result that there are many mem- 
bers of their species remaining today. 

It was at the time of the extino- 
tion of the dinosaur that the mam- 
mals which are the ancestors of all 
the animal creation today, first came 
into their own. These mammals, 
warm blooded and swift of foot, em- 
bodied more speed than any other ant- 
mal of that day, and they were sel- 
dom seen by the larger animals, 

Some interesting facts are brought 
out in studying the trend of evolution 
which the descendants of these mam- 
mals have taken, said the speaker. 
For instance, it is hard to belleve, but 
true, that an animal existed in the an- 
clent days embodying the composite 
characteristics of the camel, deer and 
pig. The horse at that time was the 
size of the present dog, and it came 


dine 


from the same source as_ the rhino- 
ceros. 

Man, declared Prof. Warren, rep- 
resents the very last of the series 
of evolution that have taken place 
in the animal world, although he 


came into being only a few thousand 
years ago. 

Alberta has a right to be proud 
of her fleld of fossilized remains of 
these pre-historic animals, he said. 
In preylous years these remains were 
removed from the bad lands and tak- 
en to all parts of the earth, except to 
points in Alberta. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the province has now started a 
museum of its own. Alberta ‘stands 
preeminent in the production of ani- 
mal fossils, and there is no greater 
range of material for evolutionary re- 
search in the world than that which 
exists in this province he averred.

Over 21,000 Claims Submitted to the 
Dominion G.W.V.A. 


The flood of claims for adjustment 
of matters arising from war service 
which continues to pour into the head- 
quarters of the Dominion Commana, 
G.W.V.A., at Ottawa, has brought to 
light the remarkable fact that every 
fourth man enlisted for overseas sery- 
ice during the Great War considered 
that his balance with one branch of 
the service or the other had not been 
properly squared away when he was 
demobilized. Since the formation of 
the G.W.V.A. more than 125,000 claims 
have been submitted through its ad- 
justment services. An average of 35 
per cent. of these have been satisfac- 
torily settled, The “Clean Sweep” 
Campaign undertaken by the associa 
tion last fall, and which still contin- 
ues with undiminished energy, has 
thus far been responsible for the sub- 
mission of over 21,000 claims, of 
which:an average of 88 per cent. have 
been settled to the satisfaction of the 
claimants, An office expert who sur- 
veyed the work passing through the 
Dominion Command Office, recently 
sted that the staff was Jess than 
half that which would be required if 
the same volume of work was to be 
undertaken by a well organized goy- 
ernment departemnt.

Turpetine, MWowever, 
brought a good price and came from 
the same sap which yielded rosin as a 
by-produet, In consequence manu- 
facturers concentrated on the turpen- 
line and allowed the molten rosin to 
run into pits, where it hardened and 
wus covered with earth to get it out 


' 
of the way. 

This went on for some twenty-five 
years, and meanwhile the value of 
rosin went up because new uses were 
found for it, principally in the soap 
and paper industries. For a time 
people forgot about the tons of yalu- 
able rosin lying buried on the site of 
the old turpentine distilleries, but by 
and by a group of enterprising manu- 
facturers began to work these rosin 
“mines,” Of course these buried 
supplies will eventually be used up, 
and then people will have to turn 
once more to reducing rosin from pine 
gum, |

Speed of the Tortoise
